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GOLF RULES 


ADVICE 


You may ask advice only from your caddie, your partner or your 
partner's caddie. In Match play the penalty is the loss of the hole; 
in Stroke competition, disqualification. 


BALL 


Accidentally Moving It: If a ball in play moves after you have 
grounded your club in addressing it, you shall be penalized one 
stroke. This penalty is also imposed if ball, while in play in a 
hazard, moves after you have taken your stance. If you or your 
caddie accidentally move a ball in play, a stroke shall be added to 
your score. This rule also applies to your ball moved by you or 
your caddie when being searched for. 


Addressing It: If you touch your ball with your club while ad- 
dressing it—and the ball does not move—there ‘shall be no penalty. 


Changing Unfit Ball: Should your ball split into separate pieces, 
you may drop another ball where any piece lies. If the ball breaks 
or becomes unfit for play, it may be changed if you tell your oppo- 
nent. Mud on a ball does not render it unfit for play. A ball in play 
may not be cleaned under penalty of disqualification in medal play 
and the loss of the hole in match play. Special local rules may ex- 
cept these penalties. 


Dropping It: You face the hole, stand erect and drop the ball be- 
hind you over your shoulder. Loss of the hole shall result from a 
breach of this rule. If the ball so dropped rolls into a hazard, it 
may be re-dropped without penalty. No penalty is incurred if ‘the 
ball touches you when you are in the act of dropping it. 
Displaced: If your ball knocks your opponent’s ball into the hole, 
your opponent shall be considered to have holed out at his last 
stroke, If any agency outside a match except wind, displaces a ball 
while at rest, a ball shall be dropped as near as possible to where 
it lay, If the ball is displaced on the putting green it shall be re- 
placed. No penalty in either case. 


Identifying It: With your opponent's consent, you may lift a ball 
in play for identification purposes, It must be carefully replaced. 
Interference With Ball: If your opponent, his caddie or his clubs 
interfere with your ball when in motion, your opponent’s side loses 
the hole. 


Lifting It: When two balls lie within a club length of each other 
through the green or in a hazard, the ball lying nearer the hole may, 
at the option of either player, be lifted until the far ball has been 
played. The remoyed ball shall then be replaced as near as possible 
to its original position, No penalty shall result from the accidental 
moving of either ball in complying with this rule. The moved ball 
shall be replaced. 


Lodged in Anything Moving: A ball shall be dropped if the 
player’s ball lodges in anything moving. Should this occur on the 
putting green, a ball shail be placed, without penalty, at the spot 
where the ball lodged in it. 


Looking For It: Bushes, long grass, etc., may be touched by the 
player only so far as it is necessary for him to find his ball. 


Lost or Unplayable: If not found five minutes after search is be- 
gun a ball is “lost”. 


A ball may be teed if the stroke was played from the teeing ground. 
In other cases the ball must be dropped. When you lose your ball— 
or consider it unplayable—you shall add a penalty stroke to your 
hole score and play another ball as near as possible to the spot where 
the ball was found to be unplayable or was lost. 


On Putting Green: In the case of two balls lying within six 
inches of each other, the ball closer to the hole may, with the con- 
sent of player or opponent, be lifted until far ball is played, when 
it shall be replaced as near as possible to its original position, No 
penalty shall be incurred if either ball is accidentally moved in’ com- 
plying with this rule. The ball so moved shall be replaced. 


Opponent’s Accidentally Moved: The opponent whose ball has 
been moved by your ball through the green or in a hazard, may if 
he chooses, drop a ball without penalty as near as possible to the 
place where his ball lay. This must be done before either side plays 
another stroke. If you or your caddie accidentally touch or move 
your opponent’s ball in searching for it, there shall be no penalty. 
If the ball was moved, it must be replaced. 

Opponent’s on Green: The player, whose ball lies on the putting 
green, must not play until his opponent’s ball is at rest under pen- 
alty of loss of the hole. 

Out of Bounds: When the greater part of a ball lies out of 
pounds, the ball is considered out of bounds. A player may stand 
out of bounds in playing a ball lying in bounds. When your ball 
lies out of bounds, you shall add a penalty stroke and play your next 
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shot as close as possible to the spot where the ball which was out 
of bounds was played. A ball may be teed if the stroke was played 
from the teeing ground. In other cases, a ball shall be dropped. 


Outside of Match: When a stroke is played with a ball not in 
the match, you are not penalized if you discover the mistake and 
tell your opponent before the latter has played his next stroke. Your 
side shall lose the hole if the mistake is discovered after your oppo- 
nent has played his next stroke. 


Playing Opponent’s: Should you play your opponent’s ball, your 
side loses the hole unless your opponent plays your ball, in which 
case all is fair. But the hole must be played out with the balls thus 
exchanged. 

Playing Wrong One: In stroke competition you are disqualified, 
if you play two consecutive strokes with the wrong ball. ‘There is 
no penalty if you play one stroke with a ball not your own and 
then play your own ball, A breach of this rule shall result in dis- 
qualification. If the above occurs on the putting green, the ball shall 
be replaced. 

Provisional: If you play your ball to a part of the course where 
it is apt to be lost or unplayable, in order to save time you may at 
once play another ball, dropping it as near as possible to where 
your first ball lay and adding a penalty stroke. If the first ball is 
neither lost nor unplayable, it shall continue in play without penalty. 


Stopped: Should any agency outside of a match stop or deflect a 
ball in motion, the ball shall be played from where it lies. 


Striking It: The loss of the hole shall result if the player pushes, 
scrapes or spoons the ball instead of striking it squarely. 


Touching It: When a ball is in play it must not be touched except 
in addressing or in identifying. A breach of this rule will cost the 
player a penalty stroke. 


On Lip of Cup: If your opponent plays to the lip of the cup after 
you have holed out, you may not knock the ball away. Your oppo- 
nent, however, shail’ play his next stroke without delay, if so re- 
quested. 


BREACH OF RULE 


A breach of any rule shall result in the loss of a hole in match play. 
‘The penalty shall be two strokes in medal play except where Special 
Rules specify otherwise. 


CASUAL WATER 


If your ball lies in, or is lost in casual water through the green, you 
may drop a ball as near as possible to the spot where the ball Jay 
and within two club-lengths of the margin and no nearer the hole. 
No penalty. If the re-dropped ball rolls into water, it may again 
be dropped without penalty. 


CASUAL WATER ON PUTTING GREEN 


In the case of a ball lying in casual water, or casual water lying 
between the ball and the hole, the ball may either be played from 
where it lies, or it may be placed two club-lengths directly behind 
the spot from which it was lifted, or in the nearest position to the 
spot—not nearer to the hole—which affords a putt to the hole with- 
out casual water intervening. No penalty. 


CASUAL WATER AND THE STANCE 


If casual water interferes with your stance, the ball may be treated 
as if it lay in casual water. 


CLAIMS, AND DISPUTES 


In the case of a dispute, a claim must be made before the players tee 
off from the next hole. ‘If a dispute arises on the last hole, the claim 
must be made before they leave the putting green. 


FLAG STICK AND HAZARDS 


In approaching the hole either side may have flag stick removed. If 
the flag stick, which has been removed by you, or either of your 
caddies, is struck by your ball, your side shall lose the hole. If 
your ball rests against a flag stick which is still in the hole, you 
may remove the flag stick. Should your ball fall into the hole, you 
shall be considered to have holed out at your last stroke. In medal 
play a ball striking or being stopped by- the flag stick or person 
standing at the hole shall cost the player two strokes. In medal 
play, should the flag stick or person standing at the hole stop, or be 
struck by a ball which was played 20 yards from the hole, the player 
shall be penalized two strokes. You must not improve the lie of 
your ball in, or touching a hazard. The club must not touch the 
ground nor anything be moved except steps or planks which have 
been placed in the hazard by the Green Committee for the player’s 
convenience. If the ball moves while the steps or planks are being 
removed, it must be replaced. No penalty. 
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LOCAL RULES 


Local conditions, affecting the proper playing of the game, often ne- 
cessitate the drafting of Local Rules. These may cover such obstruc- 
tions as trees, hedges, walls, etc.; the presence of rabbit scrapes, 
hoof marks or other damage caused by animals; the existence of 
mud; and any other conditions peculiar to the course and calling for 
special treatment. Players should familiarize themselves with their 
Local Rules. 
LOOSE IMPEDIMENTS 


Obstructions not fixed or growing such as worm casts, dung, mole- 
hills, snow and ice are called “loose impediments”. These may be 
lifted from the putting green. regardless of the position of your ball. 
If the ball moves after either player, his partner or either caddie has 
touched an impediment within six inches of the ball, the player shall 
be penalized one stroke. A loose impediment a club length from the 
ball, and not in or touching a hazard, may be removed without pen.- 
alty. But if the ball moves after the impediment has been touched 
by you, your partner or either caddie, you shall be penalized a stroke. 


OBJECTS FIXED AND GROWING 


Anything fixed or growing shall not be moved, bent nor broken by 
you before striking at a ball in play except’ for the necessity of 
fairly taking your stance in addressing the ball or in making a 
backward swing. While the club may be grounded lightly it may not 
be pressed into the ground. Loss of the hole shall be the penalty 
for breach of this rule. 

Drawing the club back and forth across the line of play entails the 
loss of the hole in match play, while a penalty of two strokes shall be 
imposed for breaking this rule in stroke competition, 


OBSTRUCTIONS 


These, including such things as flag stick, guide-flag, moving guide- 
post, wheelbarrow, roller, grass-cutter, ete., may be removed. If the 
ball moves in so doing, it shall be replaced without penalty. 


OPPONENT’S SCORE 


You may at any time ask your opponent the number of strokes he 
has played. Wrong information—unless it is corrected before you 
have played another stroke—results in your opponent's losing the 
hole. The penalty in stroke competition is disqualification, 


PRACTICE STROKES 


Before a ball is in play, a player may take as many practice swings 
as he likes if he is far enough away from the ball so that it is per- 
fectly obvious that he is not trying to strike the ball. ‘There is no 
penalty for taking a practice swing through the green. Etiquette 
requires that such strokes be made at best a club's length from the 
ball and not facing the hole. If a player takes a practice swing in 
the rough and breaks or cuts grass or other vegetation near his Dall, 
he loses the hole at match, and two strokes at medal play. 


PRIORITY ON COURSE 


Pairs, threesomes and foursomes have precedence over any other kind 
of match and are entitled to pass them. If a match loses more 
than one clear hole on the players in front, it may be passed, on re- 
quest. A single player must give way to any other kind of mateh, 
A match playing a whole round, may pass a match playing a shorter 
round. 

PUTTING GREEN 


‘This includes all ground within twenty yards of the hole, with the 
exception of hazards. 


PUTTING OUT OF TURN 


Should a competitor in match play, whose ball is closer to the hole, 
putt out of turn, his ball shall be replaced immediately. Disqualifi- 
cation for both competitors shall result in the case of a breach of 
this rule. 

STYMIES 


If, on the putting green, your opponent’s ball lies in the line of your 
putt to the hole, you are laid a stymie, provided the two balls are 
not within six inches of each other. Stymies are played in single 
matches and foursomes (not four-ball matches). If the balls lie 
within six inches of each other, the player of the nearer ball must 
lift his ball whether requested or not. The ball lying nearer the 
hole is lifted on request of either player in medal play, three-ball, 
best-ball or four-ball matches. 
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SURFACE [IRREGULARITIES 


Any irregularities of surface which could affect your stroke may not 
be pressed down by you or by caddies. You may, however, always. 
plant your feet firmly when taking your stance. ‘Loss of the hole 
shall result from a breach of this rule. 


TEEING GROUND 


If 2 ball not in play falls off—or is knocked off a tee by you in 
addressing it, it may be re-teed without penalty. No penalty is in- 
curred even if the ball is struck when moving. Your opponent may 
at once recall your ball if played from outside the limits of the 
teeing-ground, You may re-tee such a re-called ball without penalty. 


THROUGH THE GREEN 


‘This applies to all playing ground except the putting-green of the 
hole that is being played, and all hazards. 


WATER AND HAZARDS 
If your ball is in—or lost in a water hazard, or in casual water it 
a hazard, you may drop a ball under penalty of one stroke, ‘The 
ball must be dropped either behind the hazard, with the spot where 
the ball crossed the margin of the hazard between you and the hole, 
or in the hazard, keeping the spot at which the ball entered the 
water between you and the hole, 


WRONG INFORMATION 
If you play your opponent’s ball because of wrong information given 
by your opponent or a caddie, there is no penalty. The mistake can 
be rectified if discovered before your opponent plays, by dropping a 
ball as near as possible to the place where his ball lay.
